WILL HONOR CUSTER. 


M O NRO E, M ICH., TO ERECT M O NU­ 


M E N T TO ITS SO LDIER HERO. 


Famous 
Cavalry 
Leader Was 
Born 
in Ohio, But Always Regarded 
Wolverine Village as His 
Home. 


Monroe, Mich.—Though he was per­ 
haps the most famous soldier who 
has ever called Michigan his home. 
there is as yet, 31 years after his 
death, no memorial within the bor­ 
ders of the state to Gen. George A. 
Custer. 
To remedy this the citizens of Mon­ 
roe are now agitating the erection of 
a handsome monument to this dash­ 
ing cavalryman who. from his later 
boyhood, always looked upon Monroe 
as his home. 
Though Gen. Custer was born in 
Ohio and though his parents contin­ 
ued to live there, with the exception 
of one year. Custer himself went to 


later leaves of absence during 
the 
war. 
There he was married to Miss 
Libbie Bacon, daughter of Judge Ba­ 
con, one of the most prominent 
of 
the town’s citizens, and there was the 
sorrow' greatest when the dread news 
came on that Fourth of July of cen­ 
tennial year of the annihilation 
by 
the Sioux tinder Sitting Bull of the 
gallant general and his whole com­ 
mand of the Seventh cavalry on the 
Little Big Horn in Montana, eight 
days previous. 
Since that day the federal govern­ 
ment has made the site of the 
last 
battle’* a national park, marked the 
route of the Sevenths last march, 
and erected a handsome monument on 
the site where Custer himself fell. 
But Michigan, on whose name he 
shed luster by his command of the 
"Michigan brigade’’ during 1863 and 
1864, has done nothing toward pro­ 
viding a memorial to his deeds. 
It was Custer and 
his "Michigan 


Army of lh#e Potomac, Custer was as­ 
signed 
to 
the -Michigan brigade- 
composed of the Fit st, Fifth. Sixth 
and Seventh Michigan regiments ot 
cavalry. 
At this time the cavaln 
was rather looked down upon by th* 
other branches of tho servlce. but 
the tactics of Custer and his 
Mich­ 
igan boys’* soon changed all thiamin, 
stead of depending upon the carbine, 
as the cavalry had done in the civil 
war up to that time. Custer placed 
his trust in the saber and in the effi­ 
ciency 
of 
the 
sweeping 
mounted, 
charge to dismay his enemy. 
That 
the cavalry came to be looked upon 
as an effective force from that time 
on was due as much to Custer and 
his actions as to any other single in­ 
fluence. 
For a year he commanded 
tne

MONROE, MICH.. TO ERECT MONU- 


MENT TO ITS SOLDIER HERO. 


Famoui Cavalry Leader Wae Born 


In Ohio, But Always Regarded 


Wolverine Village ae Hie 


Home. 


Monroe. Mich.—Though he was per- 


haps the most famous soldier who 
has ever called Michigan his home, 
there is as yet, 31 years after bis 
death, no memorial within the bor- 
ders of the state to Gen. George A. 
Custer. 
. 
To remedy this the citizens of Mon- 


roe are'now agitating the erection of 
it handsome monument to this dash- 
Ing cavalryman who. from his later 
boyhood, always looked upon Monroe 
as his home. 
Though Gen. Custer was born In 


Ohio and though his parents conlin 
ued to live there, with the exception 
of one year. Cusier himself went tc 
school at Monroe and spent much o 
his time there with his sister. Mrs 
Reed, who had married a Monroe 
man. 
His appointment to the military 


academy at West Point was given 
him by an Ohio congressman, but I 
was always to Monroe that he re- 
turned for his furloughs during his 
academy course as well as on his 


ater leaves of absence during 
the 


war. 
There he was married to Miss 


Jbble Bacon, daughter of Judge Ba- 
on, one of the most prominent of 
he town's citizens, and there was the 
sorrow greatest when the dread news 
•ame on that Fourth of July of cen- 
ennlal year of the annihilation 
by 


the Sioux under Sitting Bull of the 
gallant general and his whole com- 
mand of the Seventh cavalry on the 
Little Big Horn in Montana, eight 
days previous. 


Since that day the federal govern- 


ment has made the site of the "last 
battle" a national park, marked the 
route of the Seventh's last march, 
and erected a handsome monument on 
the site where Custer himself fell. 


But Michigan, on whose name he 


shed luster by his command of the 
"Michigan brigade" during 1863 and 
1864. has done nothing toward pro- 
viding a memorial to his deeds. 


It was Custer and 
his "Michigan 


brigade" that during the civil war 
restored the cavalry arms to the place 
it had occupied In the days of Napo- 
leon,

ines contain many different, distinct 
rlbes and dialects, which I shall not. 
owever, touch upon, but give my own 
xperlence and observations. 
As In every other country, the wom- 


en of the Philippines are divided Into 
classes; the high-born ladles who are 
bright and attractive, dress daintily, 
possess their horses and carriages, 
ive in luxury, entertain sumptuously 
and find life altogether agreeable; the 
middle class—perhaps the happiest, 
[or there is no "noblesse oblige"—who 
are Independent, unconventional, com- 
fortable; and tlie poorer, whose cares 
and clothes are few, labors light and 
habits extremely simple. 


I was brought In contact with them 


all and found much to Interest me In 
each. 
My Introduction was to the sweet- 


faced, gentle-mannered nuns of Con- 
cordla, who so. kindly and cordially. 
offered me shelter upon my arrival in 
Manila, when the recent uprising In 
the town rendered It dangerous for un- 
protected Americans. While many of 
them were natives, I fancy quite a 
number were brought from Spain, but 
so long ago they had easily acquired 
the habits and customs of the country, 
which under Spanish rule was, after 
all, much like their own. 


The convent, several miles out 
of 


Manila, 
was 
beautifully 
situated 


mong tropical shade trees, with fine 
rounds and an imposing entrance, 
where one always met wllh a hospit- 
able welcome. In prosperous times— 
before the war"—this grand old con- 
vent was supported by from 600 to 800 
mpils 
Now there were only 40 desti- 


ute girls, whom these good women 
ed, clothed and sheltered by the labor 
of their hands. 
This was also the case at Convente 


de Paco, where I soon became an "in- 
•Imate," learned to know and lova the 
Bisters there and shall always remem- 
ber most gratefully their kindness and 
sympathy. 


Among the many convents In and 


about Manila there are two more that 
I knew well—Santa Isabella, In the 
walled city, where my little girls 
at- 


tended school for a short time, and the 
one so picturesque on a little island In 
the Pasig. near Ayala bridge. We are 
still wearing garments male by the 
busy fingers there, and the three rag 
dolls, over whose 
trousseaus 
these 


nuns and even the visiting padre de 
rived much amusement, are treasured 
in the family as teuderly as ever. For 
pretty dolls of bisque, paper or even 
rag are unknown In that country. 


My children were profoundly struck 


with the "nothings" In the way o 


oys to be found. They were Intensely 
mused one morning at Santa Isabella 
t the Interest created by some large 
andsome paper dolls Just received 
rom home. Taken to school for the 
ecreatlon hour, they delayed the 
penlng of the entire school, while 
tuns and pupils alike gathered around 
md enjoyed for the first time this—to 
hem—novel sight. My little girl 
stood on a platform and changed th 
costumes of these dolls and were quite 
as entertained as their friends. 


The lower class, whose lives are so 


simple, whose wants are marvelously 
few whose occupations are varied and 
singularly suited to them, Interested 
me strongly. They are apparently as 
happy living In the end of a casco and 
keep house with the same ease as 
those who live on land and occupy a 
picturesque nlpa hut of small propor- 
tions, whose roof 
seems elastic, It 


sometimes covers so many heads. 


These women take In washing, ped- 


dle dainty fabrics made of their fruit 
fibers make bamboo matting, sew or 
embroider. Some with large flat bas- 
kets of fruits and the Invariable betel 
nut, done up neatly In a spicy leaf 
held together by a lime paste that evi- 
dently renders It more palatable, move 
from place to place as occasion re- 
quires and squat patiently In the shade 
•.waiting customers. 


The stalls In markets are also kept 


principally by women, some of whom 
live right there with their families. 
Then the cigar factories furnish occu- 
pation to many of all ages. I was as- 
tonished to see little girls of not more 
than nine or ten years with the deft- 
ness of experts roll cigarettes and 
cigars and shred tobacco; while not a 
few pretty little babies, each clothed 
only In a short plna shirt, crept around 
as the mothers worked. 


Hundreds are employed In these 


large factories. 
They obtain 
their 


food for a few pennies from a neigh- 
bor conveniently located, whose busi- 
ness it is to furnish them with pro- 
visions. I have often watched with a 
"real deal of interest the keen relish 
with which they gather around the 
central figure who serves the chosen 
dish from quaint pottery with a cocoa- 
nut ladle, amid Indescribable chatter 
and undoubted 
enjoyment. 
When 


everyone is satisfied they repair to 
their homes for the necessary siesta. 
The hostess clears up her dishes and 
follows their example and the corner 
becomes quiet and empty until even- 
Ing, when the g»y scene Is repeated. 


Their cooking Is done out of doors 


under a bamboo or thatched nlpa awn- 
Ing which protects them from both 
sun and rain. , Many a,time has the 
odorous'whiff of a choice tidbit, con- 
sisting of spoiled fish and garlic, found 
Its 
way through our drawing room 


windows from the nlpa shacks of our 
next-door neighbors. 


Several times I bad occasion to be- 


friend and extend to them a kindness, 
for which they were most grateful. 
They showed their appreciation In oc- 
casional neighborly gifts, of native 
fruits, a few fresh eggs when they 
' were scarce In the markets, or some 


Filipino dish which was both dainty 
ami palatable and which I always re 
turned with a typical American dell 
:icy that pleased them very much. 
These women are 
thrifty, 
kindly 


hospitable, appreciative, music-loving 
•uiclal. peaceable and 
cleanly.

ast from their own point of view, 
^rant you, and confess to having seen 
them deliberately take their sandal 
off at a muddy crossing, wade over In

way. This and many similar instance 
reminded one that in principle the

'Yoims lady of Crete. 
Who was io exceedingly neat, 
She stood on her head 
' When ahe not out of bed 
To keep from Bolltna her feel- 
Notwithstanding all this, I shall a 


ways maintain they are clean—from 
their point of view. And on this su 
ject upon which I have had many a 
guments, I feel well backed up by th 
example of a good old Scotch woman 
who was ever fairly "open to convl 


tlon, but would like to see tb» 
who could convince her." 


Now we come to the middle class, 


who are respectable In every sense. 
Their houses are spotless, their clotheb 
always neat, their glossy black halt 
well washed and tidy. These have 
time to visit and possess at least a 
shower bath In the house, so they art 
not obliged to resort to a stream 01 
convenient spigot on the street for the 
comfffft of a bath. They can permit 
themselves the luxury .of a carametta 
and perhaps a caraboo whose milk Is 
peddled in picturesque Jars by some 
male member of the family. They will 
take in a little sewing and fine em- 
broidery. They are very expert with 
the needle and fond of Jewelry, and 
not a few possess some quite pretty 
pieces of pearls or diamonds quaint- 
ly cut. 
Perhaps the first peep at the high- 


born ;adies of the land would not be 
amiss on the Luneta, which was so 
beautiful In the evening light. There 
was the bay, with our great warships 
against the gorgeous coloring of the 
netting sun on one side,, the plctur- 
sque wall of old Manila with Its 
eavy gates, ancient moat, fort andl 
entries on the other. While the band 
layed In the plaza, where seats were, 
>rovidcd for multitudes and every na- 
ionallty was represented, many va- 
ieties of vehicles drove around and 
on down for a mile, where one turned 
n a small circle around the Anda 
nonument, returning between cocoa- 
mts and palms to the music and the 
crowd. 
There one met one's friends and 


acquaintances, looked upon mestizos 
beauties and Filipino belles and en- 
joyed alike the unique scene and dell- 
clous whiff of the sea. The mestizos 
are perhaps the prettiest. They have v 
clear, rich, creamy skins, soft, dark f 
eyes nnd black hair, which Is arranged 
simply but ver* becomingly. The full- 
blooded Filipino Is darker and often 
very handsome. Not Infrequently one 
recognizes the small, even, pretty fea- 
tures which proclaim an Indian an- 
cestor and admires the grace which 
seems to belong peculiarly to the peo- 
ple of that Interesting country. 


I formed several pleasant personal 


friendships with these women, visit- 
ing them In their homes and Inviting 
them to mine. Upon more than one 
occasion when an Interpreter could 
not bo obtained I was brave enough to 
venture atone to make social calls. 
Considering the very limited knowl- 
edge of English on one hand and moat 
imperfect Spanish on the other, I have 
always flattered myself that we came 
out of It very creditably. 
It Is aston- 


ishing how much one can say under 
these conditions with a few signs and 
gestures. 
Once, one of our favorite American 


generals, stationed north ot Manila. 
desired to give a social touch toward 
cementing the friendship and good fet 
lowshlp between the two nations, and 
with this end In view asked an army 
woman to bring a party up to his head- 
quarters for a few days' visit. Upon 
their arrival the general gave a recep- 
tion, to which all the principal people 
of tha town were Invited. They re- 
turned the hospitality promptly and 
cordially, thereby 
promoting 
much 


pleasant Intercourse. 


Among the Filipino ladles there was 


one who will ever hold an agreeable 
place In the memory of the party, so 
bright and pretty was she, so quick 
it repartee and altogether fascinating. 
During one of the occasions when they 
were all together, I do not remember 
now what gave rise to It, her black 
eyes fairly flashed fire as she said: 
"But you will never conquer us! You 
may go on bringing your soldiers to 
flght us—millions of them—but you 
will not conquer us!" Then In ^the 
most tragic manner she added: 
"<p- 


sur-rec-to! 
To—the—death!" 


It was like a bombshell In the midst 


of this mild, amicable, peaceable as- 
sembly. 
An American woman stepped up to 


her quickly but quietly, gently took

fairness to all concerned! Whatever 
'[tower the government wields most be

Referring to his Washington address, 


the president says, railroad rates are 
not as a rule too high but that the evilg 
that exist are due to unjust discrimi- 
nation and this should be prevented by 
law.

WILL HONOR CUSTER. 


MONROE, MICH.. TO ERECT MONU- 


MENT TO ITS SOLDIER HERO. 


Famous Cavalry Leader Wai Born 


In Ohio, But Always Regarded 


Wolverine Village as Hit 


Home. 


Monroe. Mich.—Though he was per- 


haps the most famous soldier who 
has ever called Michigan his home, 
there is as yet. 31 years after his 
death, no memorial within the bor- 
ders of the state to Gen. George A. 
Custer. 


To remedy this the citizens of Mon- 


roe are now agitating the erection of 
a handsome monument to this dash- 
Ing cavalryman who. from his later 
boyhood, always looked upon Monroe 
as his home. 


Though Gen. Custer was born In 


Ohio and though his parents contin- 
ued to live there, with the exception 
of one year. Custer himself went to 
school at Monroe and spent much of 
his time there with his sister. Mrs. 
Reed, who had married a Monroe 
man. 


His appointment to the military 


academy at West Point was given 
him by an Ohio congressman, but it 
was always to Monroe that he re- 
turned for his furloughs during his 
academy course as well as on his 


later leaves of absence during 
the 


war. 
There he was married to Miss 


LJbble Bacon, daughter of Judge Ba 
con, one of the moat prominent 
of 


the town's citizens, and there was the 
sorrow greatest when the dread news 
came on ChaC Fourth of July of cen- 
tennial year of the annihilation 
by 


the Sioux under Sitting Bull of the 
gallant genera] and his whole com- 
mand of the Seventh cavalry on the 
Little Big Horn in Montana, eight 
days previous. 


Since that day the federal govern- 


ment hae made the site of the "last 
battle" a national park, marked the 
route of the Seventh's last march, 
and erected a handsome monument on 
the site where Custer himself fell. 


But Michigan, on whose name he 


shed luster by his command of the 
"Michigan brigade" during 1863 and 
1S64, has done nothing toward pro- 
viding a memorial to his deeds. 


It was Custer and 
his "Michigan 


brigade" that during the civil war 
restored the cavalry arms to the place 
it had occupied In the days of Napo- 
leon, 
when the 
dashing 
cavalry 


charges at Murat were an Important 
factor In almost every battle. 


Appointed brigadier general when 


but two years out of West Point for 
gallantry in small actions as an of- 
ficer on the staff of Gen. Pleasanton, 
commanding the cavalry corps of the 


Army of live Potomac, Custer was as- 
signed 
to 
the "Michigan brigade," 


composed of the First, Fifth, Sixth 
and Seventh Michigan regiments ol 
cavalry. 
At this time the oavalrj 


was rather looked down upon by th« 
other branches of the service, but 
the tactics of Cuater and his "Mich- 
Igan boys" soon changed all this. In; 
stead of depending upon the carbine, 
as the cavalry had done In the civil 
war up to that time, Custer placed 
his trust In the saber and In the effi- 
ciency 
of 
the 
sweeping 
mounted, 


charge to dismay his enemy. 
That 


the cavalry came to be looked upon 
as an effective force from that tlmo 
on was due as much to Ouster and 
his actions as to any other single In- 
fluence. 
For a year he commanded 
the 


Michigan brigade and then was 
ad-, 


vanced to the command of the Third 
division of the cavalry corps. His ex- 
ploits there attracted the attention of 
the whole north and that of the south 
as well, and his generalship during 
the closing campaign which ended In 
the surrender of Appomattox left him 
with the highest individual fame as 
a cavalry commander of any man, 
either northern or southern, with the 
single exception of Phil Sheridan. 


After the war, when the principal 


duty of the cavalry, to which he was 
assigned as lieutenant colonel of the 
Seventh, was Indian fighting. Cus- 
ter's success was as great as It had 
been against the southern 
legions, 


and In not a single instance did it 
fall, except In the "last battle." 


And even there the claim, made at 


the time by Ouster's friends, that his 
defeat and annihilation were the dl- 
r«t results of the failure of his sub- 
ordinates to 
obey 
his 
orders has 


never been disproved, so that there Is 
nothing from his first action In 1881 
until he was shot down In the midst 
of his men on the Little Big Horn In 
1876 to tarnish his fame as a brave 
man, a gallant soldier and a brilliant 
commander. 


The citizens of Monroe have taken 


up in earnest the matter of a monu- 
ment to be erected in the city of his 
adoption and will probably go to the 
legislature with a request for assist- 
ance In raising the money necessary, 
which it Is figured will be about $25,- 
000. Two sites are being considered

Philippines

punlou during his adventurous army ex- 
periences. While devoted to her husbuiiu 
and family, she vet could always nmi 
time to Interest herself In the families of 
the soldiers of the garrison. An Intelll- 
a-ent observer, she has gathered a large 
fund of experiences of the moat Interest- 
ing kind.) 


My personal knowledge of the wom- 


en of the Philippines Is 
limited 
to 


those of Manila and the surrounding 
towns. Considering the times, condi- 
tions and opportunities, my circle of 
friends there 
Is not inconsiderable, 


.nd whenever the occasion offered 1 
found their kindly hospitality and gen- 
tle courtesy unfailing. 
The Philip- 


pines contain many different, distinct 
tribes and dialects, which I shall not, 
however, touch upon, but give my own 
experience and observations. 


As In every other country, the wom- 


en of the Philippines are divided Into 
classes; the high-born ladies who are 
bright and attractive, dress daintily, 
possess their horses and carriages, 
live In luxury, entertain sumptuously 
and find life altogether agreeable; the 
middle class—perhaps the happiest, 
for there is no "noblesse oblige"—who 
are independent, unconventional, com- 
fortable; and the poorer, whose cares 
and clothes are few, labors light and 
habits extremely simple. 


I was brought In contact with them 


all and found much to Interest me in 
each. 


My Introduction was to the sweet- 


Paced, gentle-mannered nuns of Con- 
cordia, who so. kindly and cordially 
offered me shelter upon my arrival in 
Manila, when the recent uprising in 
the town rendered It dangerous for un- 
protected Americans. While many of 
them were natives, I fancy quite a 
number were brought from Spain, but 
BO long ago they had easily acquired 
the habits and customs of the country, 
which under Spanish rule was, after 
all, much like their own. 


The convent, several miles out of 


Manila, 
waa 
beautifully 
situated 


among tropical shade trees, with fine 
grounds and an imposing entrance, 
where one always met with a hospit- 
able welcome. In prosperous times— 
."before the wnr"—this grand old con 


toys to be found. They were Intensely 
amused one morning at Santa Isabella 
at the Interest created by some large, 
handsome paper dolls just received 
from home. Taken to school for the 
recreation hour, they delayed the 
opening of the entire school, while 
nuns and pupils alike gathered around 
and enjoyed for the Brst time this—to 
them—novel 
sight. My little girls 


stood on a platform and changed the 
costumes of these dolls and were Quite 
as entertained as their friends. 


The lower class, whose lives are so 


simple, whose wants are marvelously 
few, whose occupations are varied and 
singularly suited to them, Interested 
me strongly. They are apparently as 
happy living In the end of a casco and 
keep house with the same ease as 
those who live on land and occupy a 
picturesque nlpa hut of small propor- 
tions, whose roof 
seems elastic, It 


sometimes covers so many heads. 


These women take In washing, ped- 


dle dainty fabrics made of their fruit 
libers, make bamboo matting, sew or 
embroider. Some with large flat bas- 
kets of fruits and the Invariable betel 
nut, done up neatly In a spicy leaf 
held together by a lime paste that evi 
clently renders It more palatable, move 
from place to place as occasion re- 
quires and squat patiently In the shade 
twaltlng customers. 


The stalls In markets are also kept 


principally by women, some of whom 
live right there with their families. 
Then the cigar factories furnish occu- 
pation to many of all agea. I was as- 
tonished to see little girls of not more 
than nine or ten years with the deft- 
ness of experts roll cigarettes and 
cigars and shred tobacco; while not a 
few pretty little babies, each clothed 
only In a short plna shirt, crept around 
as the mothers worked. 


Hundreds are employed In these 


large factories. 
They 
obtain 
their 


food for a few pennies from a neigh- 
bor conveniently located, whose bus! 
ness It Is to furnish them with pro- 
visions. I have often watched with a 
great deal of interest the keen relish 
with which they gather around the 
central figure who serves the chosen 
dish from quaint pottery with a cocoa- 
nut ladle, amid Indescribable chatter 
and undoubted 
enjoyment. 
When 


evoryone is satisfied they repair to 
their homes for the necessary siesta. 
The hostess clears up her dishes and 
follows their example and the corner 
becomes quiet and empty until even- 
Ing, when the gay scene Is repeated. 


Their cooking is done out of doors 


under a bamboo or thatched nipa awn- 
Ing, which protects them from both 
sun and. rain. , Many a,time has the 
odorous whiff of a choice tidbit, con- 
sisting of spoiled flsh and garlic, found 
Its 
way through our drawing room 


windows from the nlpa shacks of our 
next-door neighbors. 


Several times I had occasion to be- 


friend and extend to them a kindness, 
for which they were most 
grateful. 


They showed their appreciation In oc- 
casional neighborly 
gifts* of native 


fruits, a few fresh eggs when they 


vent was supported by from GOO to 800 ' wero '9Carce In the markets, or some 
pupils 
Now there were only 40 desti-1 


tute girls, whom these good women 
fed, clothed and sheltered by the labor 
of their hands. 


This was also the case at Convente 


de Paco, where I soon became an "in- 
timate," learned to know and lova the 
sisters there and shall alwnys remem- 
ber most gratefully their kindness and 
sympathy. 


Among the many convents in and 


about Manila there are two more that 
I knew well—Santa Isabella, In the 
walled city, where my little girls at- 
tended school for a short time, and the 
one so picturesque on a little island !n 
the Pasig. near Ayala bridge. We are 
still wearing garments made by the 
busy fingers there, and the three rag 
dolls, over whose 
trousseaus 
these 


nuns and even the visiting padre de- 
rived much amusement, are treasured 
in the family as tenderly as ever. I\>r 
pretty dolls of bisque, paper or even 
rag are unknown In that country. 


My children were profoundly struck 


with the "nothings" in the way of 


Filipino dish which was both dainty 
and palatable and which I always re- 
turned with a typical American deli- 
cacy that pleased them very much. 


These women are 
thrifty, 
kindly, 


hospitable, appreciative, music-loving, 
social, peaceable and 
cleanly. 
This 


last from their own point of view, 1 
grant you, and confess to having seen 
them deliberately take their sandals 
off at a muddy crossing, wade over In 
bare feet, which they then slipped Into 
the sandals, and continued on their 
way. This and many similar Instances 
reminded one that In principle they 
were not unlike a certain 


'YoimR lady of Crete. 
Who was so exceedingly neat, 
, She stood on her head 
When she ffot out ot bed 
To keep from soiling her feel." 
Notwithstanding all this, I shall al 


ways maintain they are clean—from 
their point ot view. And on this sub- 
ject, upon which I have had many ar 
guments, I feel well backed up by the 
example of a good old Scotch woman 
who was ever fairly "open to convlc 


tion, but would like to see tb« m«) 
who could convince her." 


Now we come to the middle classA 


who are respectable in every sense. \ 
Their houses are spotless, their clothes 
always neat, their glossy black halt 
well washed and tidy. These have 
Imo to visit and possess at least » 
shower bath In the house, so they are 
not obliged to resort to a stream 01 
convenient spigot on the street lor the 
comfOrt of a bath. 
They can permit 


themselves the luxury .of a caratnetta 
<tnd perhaps a caraboo whose milk Is 
•eddied In picturesque jars by some 
male member of the family. They will 
ake In a little sewing and fine em- 
broidery. They are very expert with 
he ueedle and fond of Jewelry, and 
not a (ew possess some quite pretty 
pieces of pearls or diamonds quaint* 
y cut. 


Perhaps the first peep at the high- 


born ladies of the land would not he 
amiss on the Luneta, which was* so 


lutiful In the evening light. There 


was the bay, with our great warships 
against the gorgeous coloring of the' 
netting sun on one side,, the plctur- 
csque wall of old Manila with its 
leavy gates, ancient moat, fort and( 
sentries on the other. While the band1 
ilayed In the plaza, where seats wer» 
provided for multitudes and every na- 
ionallty was represented, many va- 
•leties of vehicles drove around and 
on down for a mile, where one turned 


a small circle around the Anda 


nonument, returning between cocoa- 


a and palms to the music and the 


crowd. 


There one met one's friends and 


acquaintances, looked upon mestizos 
beauties and Filipino belles and en- 
joyed alike the unique scene and deli- 
cious whiff of the sea. 
The mestizos 


are perhaps the prettiest. They have 
clear, rich, creamy skins, soft, dark ^ 
eyes und black hair, which Is arranged 
simply but ver^ becomingly. The full- 
blooded Filipino Is darker and often 
very handsome. Not Infrequently one 
recognizes the small, even, pretty fea- 
tures which proclaim an Indian an- 
cestor and admires the grace which 
seems to belong peculiarly to the peo- 
ple of that interesting country. 


I formed several pleasant personal 


friendships with these women, visit- 
ing them In their homes and Inviting 
them to mine. Upon more than on* 
occasion when an Interpreter could 
not be obtained I was brave enough to 
venture alone to make social calls. 
Considering the very limited knowl- 
edge ot English on one hand and most 
mperfect Spanish on the other, I have 
always flattered myself that we came 
out of It very creditably. 
It Is aston- 


ishing how much one can say under 
these condition* with a few signs and 
gestures. 


Once, one of our favorite American 


generals, stationed north of Manila, 
desired to give a social touch toward 
cementing; the friendship and good fel- 
lowship between the two nations, and 
with this end In view asked an army 
woman to bring a party up to his head- 
quarters for a few days' visit. 
Upon

and Ihe prettiest little gesture In the 
world, she said: "We are conquered."
